Technical Skills for Deaf and Signing Individuals in Leadville, Colorado - June 1 - 10, 2002 -

In 1993, he was elected one of Ten Outstanding Young Americans, joining ranks thereby with 
past recipients John F. Kennedy, Richard Nixon, Anne Bancroft, Orson Welles, Walt Disney and Nelson 
Rockefeller. In 1994, he was the only American to be designated Outstanding Young Person of the World. 
He carried the Centennial Flame at the opening of the 1996 Olympics. His first book, A Child Called It, 
was nominated for a Pulitzer Prize.

Supervising Geacher’s Corner: 


Dear Families, 

By now, several of your have had a home visit provided by Michael Paulone, 
Preschool’s physical education teacher. He will be making every effort possible to see all 
of our families before the school year is over. Our purpose is to help parents understand 
the importance of motor development (learning to move large and small muscles) and its 
impact on all area of development, especially language. Delays in motor development 
can affect your child in many ways that 
will impact learning. 

To help you become more 
knowledgeable about how to help your 
child at home, Michael will update you on 
your child’s gross motor skills, make 
suggestions for age-appropriate equipment 
and offer ideas of activities for your 
family to do together. 


In addition to providing home visits on Fridays, you can find Mike Paulone 
teaching gross motor skills daily to our preschool students ages eighteen months — five 
years. Each child receives fifteen minutes a day in individually geared physical activities 
in the P.E. Learning Center. Children are given four-to-six choices of activities to help 
increase their skills in throwing, catching, kicking, balancing, jumping and climbing. 
These skills are then reinforced twice a week in a thirty-minute P.E. class. Emphasis 
shifts during P.E. class to group oriented activities that stress the importance of 
teamwork, sharing and cooperation. | 

| i Next time you are in Preschool, 
stop by the gym and see how Mike 
encourages your child’s motor 
development in many fun, safe and 
rewarding ways.

Pairing Movement With Learning 
By Jill Martindale 


Introduction 
Children spend much of their first year learning to move and control their own bodies—lifting their heads, 
turning over, sitting, crawling, seeing and feeling. Children use all of their senses to explore an object or a 
space. They learn mostly through movement. Children learn the size of a room by crawling around it. They 
learn what their bodies can do by moving though space in many ways rolling crawling, walking. As 
children repeatedly practice and perfect these skills, they begin to explore with their eyes as well as their 
bodies and hands. This learning to move large and small muscles is called motor development. 


The Importance of Motor Development 


Delays in motor development affect all areas of a child’s development. Children who cannot touch, feel, or 


move to explore things in their surroundings may not develop appropriate learning and thinking skills. It is 
just as true that a child’s motor development can enhance development in other areas! This concept is a 
valuable teaching tool in the area of speech and language therapy. It means that doing movement activities 
can help speech and language learning. Movement activities are fun and easy to incorporate into home and 
recreational activities. 


Movement Activities for Language Development 

Following are descriptions of areas the speech and language clinician may work on with your child. Ideas 
and activities for mastering these concepts by pairing them with movement are included. It is not important 
how well your child can perform the movement activities described. It is important to simply include 
movement in a fun and relaxed way to help your child learn language skills. 


1. Prepositions/Spatial Concepts 
A child learning concepts such as on/off, under/on top of, in front of/in back of, and between can be greatly 
aided by personal experience. Try to incorporate a variety of positions and movements to accomplish this. 


You can design an obstacle course for your child to move over, under, around, and through. Your child can: 


* Crawl under a table, through a large box, or over a “mountain” of pillows. 
* Step in and out of a large tire, on and off a 


stool, or through the rungs of a ladder. 
* Run between two lines or sit down next to an object. 


To encourage understanding give your child directions about where to move. Use the words you want your 
child to learn in the activities. Make statements and ask questions. Let your imagination go! There are 
countless ways to incorporate movement into this area of learning. 


2. Left/Right 
have fun learning left-right by using body parts and motor skills. You can start with simple activities such 
as: 
ee (kicking, hopping, stomping, using ‘he fight/left foot. 
“olating (th-owing, o: artis ng, touching, tappiny, ste.) with the right/left hand. 
m ou dands апи knees (lying on the f floor, sitting in a chair, etc.) and lifting the right/left 
arm or leg. 


You can then increase the difficulty by adding more parts to the request: 
* Put your right hand on your left knee. 
* Put your right foot on the yellow circle and your left foot on the red square!

3. Verbs 
Your child’s motor abilities can be very helpful in understanding action words. Use the appropriate verbs as 
you do these activities: 
* Have your child show you “jumping,” 
“climbing;’ “crawling;’ “running;’ 
“kicking;’ “throwing;’ or “batting’ 
* If your child enjoys pretend play, the child can even pantomime activities such as hammering, 
sweeping or vacuuming. 


4. Opposites 
Using movement to learn opposites such as Ше] is a bit more challenging. Here are some activities that 
are fun and easy to do: 

* Have your child be as little/ as big as эбе, Ask the child to do a big jump and a little jump. 

* Your child can walk (run, clap, wave) slow and fast. 

* The child can reach up high by standing on tiptoes or low by bending way over. 

* Stop and go/start can be learned by playing "red light—green light.' 

* Using a wagon or large box, the child can demonstrate push and pull. 

* Balls, balloons, and pillows of different sizes and weights can be used to learn throw and catch. 


5, Number or Quantity 

Movement activities can again be helpful teaching aids. Your child can: 
* Jump (clap, knock, hop, blow, etc) forward a specific number of times. 
* Throw the requested number of balls (beanbags, blocks, jar lids, beans, etc.) into a large box. 
* Identify numbers by running and jumping onto the numbered marker (as in hopscotch). 


6. Colors 
You can play movement games with your child to practice color recognition and labeling. 
* To practice recognizing colors you can ask your child to run to the red marker or jump to the 
green marker | 
* 91b practice naming colors you can perform the activity and then ask, “What color did I run to?” 
* Balloon/ball play is a fun and inexpensive way to practice naming and recognizing colors. For 
example, your child can select the requested color to kick, throw, or bat. 


7. Shapes 
In learning to recognize geometric shapes such as circles, triangles, and squares, your child can use 
movement in these activities: 
* Have your child walk/run along the outlines of large shapes you have drawn in the gravel, marked 
on the porch, etc. 
* Have your child practice “drawing” shapes using different kinds of movement: 
In a dark room “draw” shapes on the wall with a flashlight. 


“Paint” shapes with water on the sidewalk, the fence, or the outside wall. Encourage big 
painting to incorporate upper body movement. 

Toss beanbags onto large shapes drawn on paper or through shapes cut in a large piece of 
cardboard. 


8. Animals 
Learning to recognize and identify animals and imitate animal sounds can be enhanced through movement. 
Use these activities to practice naming animals and making animal sounds, and to identify actions 
associated with the animals: 
* Move like familiar animals. Your child can identify what animal you are imitating by your body 
posture and actions. The child can then copy your movements. 
• The child can pretend to be a certain animal and even pair the action with the animal sounds. For 
example, by crawling, your child can pretend to “walk like a dog" and bark at the same time! 
* Animal shadow plays (a bird, a bunny) are another fun activity. 


9. Directions 


Following directions can incorporate many of the concepts already discussed. This activity can become 
gradually more difficult as more requests are combined (one, two, or three-step directions). Ask your 
speech clinician how many steps to use for your child’s language abilities. 
e 1-step: Run (verb) to your room. 
* 2-step: Skip (verb) to the bathroom and put your clothes in (preposition) the hamper 
*3-step: Go (verb) outside, get two (number) balls, and throw (verb) them in (preposition) the 
toybox. 


Vocabulary 
Concept—A general idea or characteristic applicable to several objects or events, which helps organize 
knowledge about the world. 


Motor development—Growth of skills relating to muscular movements.

As many of you know, the State of Indiana is in a recession. Indiana faces a large budget 
deficit by the end of the current biennium (June 31, 2003). The Indiana School for the 
Deaf (ISD) as well as all other state agencies joined the Governor in working towards a 
balanced budget by reducing their budgets by 7%. The Governor announced the 7% 
reduction in November and provided specifics regarding the reductions in a press 
conference today. 


This year (fiscal year 2002), the ISD Administrative Team, with the support of the ISD 
School Board, analyzed its spending and developed efficiencies that would not impact 
regular programs and services for students enrolled at the ISD. The Administrative Team 
successfully has accomplished this throughout fiscal year 2002 to meet the 7% reduction. 
The Administrative Team will continue to find efficiencies for fiscal year 2003, so that 
regular programs and services for students are not lessened or eliminated. 


The 7% reduction for fiscal year 2002 was $1,293,724 and the reduction for fiscal year 
2003 will be the same. The Administrative Team is confident that it can meet the 
reduction again and provide quality services for Deaf and Hard of Hearing students at the 
ISD. 


The Administrative Team is always receptive to ideas for efficiencies and would be 
pleased to consider any ideas that you wish to share.

O?Bannon announces painful budget cuts necessitated by national recession 


Governor Frank O'Bannon today announced details of the latest round of 
state spending cuts that will reach $782 million and help to balance the state's 
budget. 


This round of cuts – $109 million worth ~ will change the way Indiana 
delivers some services and may even cause some to deteriorate, the governor 
said. But the recession has taken such a toll on Indiana that, to balance the 
budget, several drastic steps - including these cuts - are needed, he said. 


"I don't want to make these cuts. I take no joy in reducing the services 
we've worked so hard to provide to Hoosiers,” O'Bannon said. “But I was elected 
to lead this state in good times and in bad, and I must opt for fiscal integrity 
over quick, politically popular fixes." 


The cuts go into effect July 1, the beginning of fiscal 2003. Among other 
things, the governor ordered: 


e Closure of the transition unit at Westville Correctional Facility in LaPorte 
County, saving $3.35 million. 

e А slowdown in the expansion of rehabilitation services to disabled and 
elderly people, saving $6.5 million. Expansion of CHOICE, a similar program 
that is paid entirely by the state, also will be slowed and some CHOICE 
clients will be shifted to the state-federal program, resulting in $1.7 million 
in savings. 

e A $1 million cut in the budget for the Indiana Veterans’ Home in West 
Lafayette. 

e Elimination of vacant positions at the Indiana School for the Blind, resulting 
in savings of $780,000. 

e Closure of the Wishard Detention Unit in Indianapolis, saving $500,000. 

e Closure of the Wyandotte pool in Harrison County, Bass Lake Beach in 
Starke County, Potato Creek State Park Horseman's Camp in St. Joseph 
County, Spring Mill Twin Caves in Lawrence County and at least five 
campgrounds and elimination of cultural arts programs and special events 
in state parks, all toward saving $8.25 million in the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

• Elimination of 400 positions. , 


If the cuts were enacted today, about 40 state employees would lose their 
jobs. However, O’Bannon said he hoped to minimize that number through 
attrition and aggressive efforts by the State Personnel Department to shift 
employees whose jobs are being eliminated to crucial positions that must be 
filled. 


The $109 million in spending reductions are just part of what it will take 
to offset the deficit caused by the national recession. The governor’s Balanced 
Budget Plan, announced in November, also calls for more cuts, reallocation of 
gaming and tobacco settlement revenues, use of some of the state’s savings and 
increases in the cigarette and gaming taxes. 


O'Bannon ordered the first phase of cuts last July - a 7 percent spending 
cut that, at the time, was intended to be a one-time reduction for the current 
fiscal year. It resulted in $113 million saved by doing such things as postponing 
expenditures or leaving positions temporarily vacant. 


But when the economy continued to deteriorate and the nation was 
thrust into recession, the governor subsequently ordered agencies to make the 
cuts permanent next fiscal year. That means elimination of about 400 positions 
and many planned purchases. 


The latest elímination of jobs comes on top of O'Bannon's five-year effort 
to reduce the size of government. The state payroll already had been cut by 700 
people when O'Bannon ordered a hiring freeze in September, resulting in a 
further reduction of 250 employees. Many state services and millions of pages 
of information are available via the Internet or through telecommunication. 


Since the recession began, the governor has gone farther. To reach a 
total of $782 million in cuts, he also has ordered: 


e $250 million in cuts or revenue enhancements in Medicaid, the health care 
program for the poor 

• $203 million in reversions - one-time cuts in the level of spending 
authorized by the legislature - in fiscal 2003 

• $15 million in savings by holding back raises from state employees that 
would have started in January 

e $48 million in cancelled construction projects 

• $44 million in other cuts in FY 03. 


O'Bannon emphasized that these cuts must be made, whether or not 
other parts of his Balanced Budget Plan are passed. The governor has the 
authority to cut spending without legislative authority but he cannot 
unilaterally raise revenue - another crucial part of balancing the budget. 


“These are painful cuts," O'Bannon said. “Some services may deteriorate. 
Some people may lose their jobs. Many Hoosiers will be affected in some way. 


*Just imagine how deeply we will have to cut if the General Assembly 
fails to pass the voluntary tax increases I've requested." 


The recession has taken a huge toll on Indiana, causing the state to take 
in a projected $3.1 billion less over three fiscal years, 2001 through 2003, than 


it would have taken in if the average growth of the previous decade - 5.25 
percent - had continued. Instead, the state's revenue shrunk last fiscal year 
and is expected to do so again this fiscal year; growth in FY 03 is expected to be 
only 2.7 percent. 


Because of that unexpectedly steep downturn, the state is projected to be 
$1.3 billion in the red at the end of the biennium, June 30, 2003, if nothing is 
done. O'Bannon, however, will not allow that to happen and therefore ordered 
the $782 million in cuts. And he has pledged to make even deeper cuts if the 
legislature does not address the budget crisis. ` 


Even then, if spending reductions are enacted but no new revenue is 
generated, the state still will begin the next biennium with a billion-dollar 
budget deficit, he said. 


O'Bannon said he was grateful that 51 members of the House voted to 
approve House Bill 1004, which addressed both the budget crisis and the need 
to restructure taxes so homeowners were protected from property tax hikes and 
the state's business environment would improve. But he said he is concerned 
that some other lawmakers appear unwilling to deal seriously with the budget 
crisis. Some have been quoted as saying that the governor should cut more 
services rather than ask for increases in the cigarette and gaming taxes. 


“It’s time for those who say we aren't cutting enough to be honest with 
the public and admit that they favor cutting school spending," O'Bannon said. 
“After we have cut $782 million in spending in other areas, we will have to look. 
to education spending if we need to cut more. 


“I cannot understand the resistance to raising two minor, voluntary taxes 
for the monumentally important purpose of protecting our schools."

Seizure activity that occurs in any location can cause injury, but when seizure activity occurs in the water it 
quickly becomes a serious life-threatening event.

2. Anv student who has a history of seizure activity that is well controlled (with or without 
medication) and has not had any seizure activity within "the past 2 or more years”, must have 
written permission from their physician and parent/guardian. Once the appropriate permissions are 
received, the student will be permitted in the pool without a flotation device. 

Parent permission slips will be required annually. After any new seizure activity, new physician and parent 
permission slips will be required. Permission slips must be on file at ISD Health Center before the student 
will be allowed to participate in any pool activity.

New Policy - Swimming Policy for Students with Seizure History 

Seizure activity that occurs in any location can cause injury, but when seizure activity occurs in the water it 
quickly becomes a serious life-threatening event. For that reason, ISD has adopted a swimming policy that 
covers students with any history of seizure activity. It is the recommendation of our medical director, Dr. 
Hamm, that any student with known uncontrolled seizure activity not be in an ISD pool for any reason. 
Level of permission varies with seizure history: 

l. Any student with a history of seizure activity within the “past two years” must have written 
permission from their physician and parent/guardian. A letter will go home to every parent yearly, 
explaining the risks involved if seizure activity would happen in the pool. If the appropriate 
permissions are received, the student will be required to wear an approved flotation device when 
in and around the pool area. 

2. Any student who has a history of seizure activity that is well controlled (with or without 
medication) and has not had any seizure activity within “the past 2 or more years”, must have 
written permission from their physician and parent/guardian. Once the appropriate permissions are 
received, the student will be permitted in the pool without a flotation device. 

Parent permission slips will be required annually. After any new seizure activity, new physician and parent 
permission slips will be required. Permission slips must be on file at ISD Health Center before the student 
will be allowed to participate in any pool activity. - George Stailey, Dr. Charles Hamm & Deb Robarge
